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Embargo Lift Will Not End 
Energy Crunch: Jackson

Federal energy chief William 
E. Simon and Sen. Henry II. 
Jackson, D-Wash., agreed today 
that removal of the Arab oil 
em bargo 
against 
th e 
United 
States would not mean an end 
to the fuel pinch on Americans. 
They said it would be helpful 
but not a panacea to the U. S. 
energy problem if the Arab oil 
ministers, 
at 
a 
m eeting 
in 
Tripoli, Libya, voted to resum e 
the flow' of crude oil to the 
United States for the first tim e 
since October. 
“ We’re 
going 
to 
have 
to 
continue to demonstrate to the 
American people that this (the 
fuel shortage) was not e m b ar­ 
go-induced,’* said Simon. “The 
energy 
problem 
is 
going 
to 
continue to 'be with us.” 
“ We’re continuing to manage 
the shortage in this country just 
as 
if the em bargo 
were not 
going to' end..’ 
Jackson, 
one 
of 
Congress’ 
leading energy figures who is 
chairm an of the Senate Interior 
Committee, said th a t after the 
embargo 
ends, 
"we’ro 
still 
going to be in a very tight 
demand-supply 
situation’* 
on 
gasoline.

A fire followed the exposion, 
but dam age resulting was not 
considered extensive.

plosion occurred. She was not 
hurt.

saying that Syria and Algeria, 
which 
had 
been 
strongly 
opposed,

possible that announcement of 
the em bargo’s end 
would 
be 
delayed until the oil ministers 
left Libya and that it was not 
known whether they would also 
vote to restore full production 
of crude oil. 
In Caracas, V e n e z u e l a n 
President Carlos Andres Perez 
was sworn in Tuesday and said 
he would nationalize his coun­ 
t r y ’s oil industry, which is run 
mostly by U.S. companies, and 
use oil profits to heLp other 
Latin nations. 
“We shall have to assum e a

A m erican 
rights tram pled by 
the economic totalitarianism of 
the developed nations,’ he said. 
“ We are going to fulfill the 
old aspiration of our people tha t 
our oil be Venezuelan.*

approaches to the Middle E ast 
conflict, a two-day oil c o n fe r 
ence w ent ahead in Brussels.

Many superstitions revolve around the 
moon.

An upright 
moon means a wet month. If the crescent is 
on its back, there will be no rain. If a ring 
around the moon encircles more than five 
stars the weather will be colder or will rain in 
five days. 
Bad omens include spilling salt, hearing the 
screeching of an owl, the crowing of a rooster 
at night, and stepping on cracks in the walk. 
Sometimes the superstitions don't agree 
Some say it is a good omen to find a pin and if 
it points toward you. it will bring a new 
friend Others say, “pick up a pin, pick up 
sorrow.” 
A rabbit's foot is a charm to bring good 
luck If a black cat runs across your path 
from left to right it is good but from right to 
left it is bad news. 
Throwing rice at weddings is the old 
symbol of health and prosperity and when 
thrown at newlyweds is the charm to bless the 
marriage with many children. 
Anything or anyone that brings back luck is 
called a Jonah To start construction on a 
project on Saturday is to start something you 
will never finish Others believe that it is bad 
luck to start a project on Friday 
There are several old songs: “If you sing 
before seven, you’ll cry before eleven,” or “If 
you sing before you eat, you'll cry before you 
sleep ” 
Fishermen also have their superstitions 
Here is an old poem on the subject: 
“When the wind is to the north, the 
fisherman goes not forth; When the wind is to 
the east, ‘tis neither good for man nor beast; 
When the wind is to the south, it blows the bait 
in the fish's mouth; When the wind is to the 
west, then tis at the very best!” 
Another old weather forecast: “Crow on 
the fence, rain will go hence; crow on the 
ground, ram will come down.” Crows also 
give out a peculiar cry to announce rain. 
If fish are biting and near the surface, it 
means rain is near. 
If a section of blue sky appears on a rainy 
morning before eleven, big enough “to make 
a Dutchman a pair of breeches,’’ it is a sign of 
a fair afternoon. 
A migration of ducks or geese in greater 
numbers in the fall indicate a cold winter. 
Also, if the coats of animals are heavy then 
look out for cold weather. The ground hog day 
in February is traditional. 
Here is a new one: “Onion’s skin very thin, 
mild winter coming in. Onion’s skin thick and 
tough, coming winter cold and rough.” 
\ AH the above superstitions have been 
around for a long long time. Maybe at one 
time there was a reason back of them, but 
today the reason is lost and we just 
remember to quote them!

By JACK BRANNAN 
UP I Business Writer 
NEW YORK CUPI) — The 
average American worker is 
absent from his job nine days 
each year for reasons ranging 
from commuting problems to 
alcoholism and including plain 
irresponsibility, a survey of the 
nation’s business and industry 
has revealed. 
This rate of absenteeism 
costs employers an average of 
$146.30 annually for each person 
on their payrolls. 
These and other conclusions 
were drawn from a study on 
job absenteeism and lateness 
conducted by the editorial staff 
of Prentice-Hall, 
Inc., 
the 
publishing firm, in cooperation 
with the American Society for 
Personnel Administration. 
Manufacturing Firms Highest 
The survey con ve red 931 
firms in various fields of 
business, industry and research 
throughout the United States. 
Manufacturing firms had the 
highest average rate of absen- 
teism, losing 10.58 work days 
annually per employe, even 
though manufacturers as a 
group kept the closest watch on 
employe absences. 
Research and development 
firms, retail stores and hospi­ 
tals all had absentee rates of 
nine to almost 10 days annually 


per employe, insurance firms 
and other offices were betwen 
eight and nine. Public utilities 
at 6.86 and banks with 6.70 days 
lost 
annually 
to 
employe 
absence had the lowest rates. 
The highest cost of absentee­ 
ism was $207 annually per 
employe among the research 
and development firms. Lowest 
was $123.45 in the category of 
general office work. 
Employe illness and problems 
of a personal nature were the 
prime reasons for absence in 
all categories. Alcoholism and 
drug abuse were the least 
common 
reasons. 
Employe 
irresponsibility ranked fairly 
high, particularly in manufac­ 
turing, as another reason. 
Poor Supervision 
“Irresponsible 
attitude to­ 
ward work, especially among 
younger employes,” said one of 
the firms responding to the 
study’s query on reasons for 
absence. The study defined this 
attitude as “deterioration of the 
work ethic.” 
The study also found that 
employers 
themselves 
often 
were responsible for a degree 
of absenteeism as a result of 
poor supervision or from failing 
to make and enforce clear 
standards of attendance.

An All “S” Diet 
Three weeks ago we discussed 
your body’s continuous need for 
nutrients. In that context we 
emphasized the importance of 
the four food groups daily and 
that some nutritionists have 
suggested we go back to a 
previous format of seven food 
groups. 
Well, today I’m going to tell 
you about a diet plan that cuts 
calories, but doesn’t ti 'k about 
them. Instead, the emphasis is 
on a new grouping of foods. The 
physician whose idea this is 
calls it an “8-S diet.” 
Eight Categories 
It groups foods into eight 
easy-to-remember categories. 
The doctor is Dr. Robert H. 
Shipp of the Nashville medical 
office of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. He says most people 
fail in their efforts to count 
calories and lose weight. He 
also feels the arithmetic in­ 
volved in counting calories often 
gives people an excuse for 
failure. 
In the medical journal Con­ 
sultant, Dr. Shipp says, “All I 
ask them to remember is to cut 
in half their daily ‘S’ intake.” 
Here’s his list of “S” foods: 
Snacks — Most arc extremely 
high in calories. 
Starches — Starches mean 
mainly bread and potatoes, but 
don’t 
f o r g e t 
spaghetti, 
macaroni, biscuits, gravy and 
breading on fried foods. 
Sweets — High in sugar and 
calories. 
Soft drinks — High in sugar 
and calories, except for some 
diet soft drinks. 
Slippery foods — Includes 
greasy and fried foods and 
visible fat on meat, butter and 
most salad dressings. 
Spirits — Includes liquor, beer 
and w ine. 
Second helpings — Avoid 
whenever you can. 
Salt — Since salt holds water 
in the body, restricting it will 


help lose weight through water 
loss, especially in the first week 
or two. Most people, according 
to Dr. Shipp, get enough salt 
in their daily food without 
adding any. 
Personally, I must say I’m 
not convinced of Dr. Shipp’s 
belief convinced of Dr. Shipp’s 
good way to lose weight. 
Also, I have not tried Dr. 
Shipp’s diet plan. And I don’t 
know just how successful he 
may feel it is. But it seems 
to be an easy approach, one 
that a lot of people might 
follow. 
It emphasizes, after all, much 
of what we all know. But the 
arrangement under names all 
starting with the letter ‘S” 
might help you to remember 
the things he suggests you cut 
down on.

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Rewards Noted For Successful Dieters 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Belts getting tighter? Buttons 
popping off? Seams begging for 
mercy? And your scales don’t 
know when to call a halt? 
Then it may be time to do 
something about those added 
pounds 
you’ve 
put on., 
says 
Janet Greger, Extension foods 
and 
nutrition 
sptcialist 
at 
Purdue University. 


Dr. Greger points out that 
there are rewards for successful 
dieting—a 
slimmer, 
more at­ 
tractive 
figure 
and 
better 
health, just to nam e two. 
But as all dieters know, losing 
weight isn’t easy. Despite the 
r e w a r d s , 
many 
would-be 
skinnies find it hard to lose 
weight. 
Dr. 
Greger 
ex plains 
why. 
“ Obesity 
is 
the 
result 
of 
behavior patterns.” ^he says. 
“ Psychologists say that eating 
is ail addictive behavior which 


gives 
an 
im m ediate 
positive 
reinforcement—that 
e a t i n g 
g i v e s 
immediate 
pleasure. 
That’s why we tend to repeat 
such behavior.” 
In fact, we are more likely 
to 
repeat 
actions 
that 
give 
i m m e d i a t e pleasure than 
behavior 
that 
doesn’t 
Dr. 
Greger points out. And because 
the rewards of eating are im­ 
mediate and 
the rewards 
of 
dieting aren’t, people are more 
likely to eat than diet, 


“This doesn’t mean that it’s 
hopeless to try to lose weight,” 
the specialist co n t i n u e s. 
“Although it takes effort, it’s 
possible to lose weight.” 
Actually, all you need to do 
is eat less, exercise more, or 
both. Dr. Gr.ger explains that 
you will lose about a pound for 
every 3500 calories your body 
burns up—if you don’t replace 
those calories with food.

Need New Laws? 
“ We did a study to see if we 
needed new laws or more public

Miss Saunders sees part o fthe 
dual job as helping to “ make 
people aware of steps t h e y 
should take to be an informed 
buyer.” She is the author of 
an article in the new issue of 
“ Commerce and Indiana” the 
quarterly magazine published by 
the Departm ent of Commerce of 
“ Insuring Accuracy in Adver­ 
tising.” 
The article outlines the work 
of the local Advertising Review 
Board, headed by Dr. I. Lynd 
Eseh, retired Indiana Central 
College president, in Central In­ 
diana. 
“A small percentage of con­ 
sum er advertising has b e e n 
found misleading, deceptive or 
in bad taste,” Miss Saunders 
said. “ But in the eyes of the 
public, this small percentage is 
enough to im pair the confidence 
of buyers.” 
IB B Official Credited 
She credits Ray Dealing, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Central 
Indiana B etter Business Bureau, 
with the idea for the local re­ 
view board, the m ere presence 
of which so far has been enough 
to lead to settlem ent of disputes 
without board action. The board 
is composed of persons repre­ 
senting the communications me­ 
dia, advertising, business, edu­ 
cation, civic and public and has 
as its objective “ to eliminate 
through self-regulation the ob­ 
jectionable advertising in Indi­ 
anapolis exposed to consumers 
via newspapers, magazines, ra­ 
dio, television, outdoor and dir­ 
ect mail.”

11 enged. by consumen as mis- 
leading. In one case a drapery 
service firm advertised a 25 per 
cent savings on. drapery clean­ 
ing but did not clearly state 
service was not included 
The 
■company agreed to repha.se the 
advertisement to avoid misinte- 
prctation 
A department store 
advertistd a bicycle not t h e 
same as t'he illustratíon.. T h i s 
was corrected after a complaint. 
Miss Saunders said that she 
also handled a consumer educa­ 
tion eampaicn following change 
in state laws to lower the age 
of majority from 21 to 18 in 
most commercial transactions. 
“ I got several calls from 18- 
year-olds who complained they 
were asked for a co-.si.gner when 
buying a car,” she said. “ They 
didn’t seem to realize that if 
you don’t have a job and no 
way of paying for a car, you 
are going to have to have a co­ 
signer.”'

Work Together

Moving a household is never 
easy—even when the move wül 
mean a better job, a new home, 
or better schools. It’s always 
hard to tear up roots and leave 
your friends and home behind.

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov­ 
ernment economists continue to 
predict that American consum­ 
ers will eat more meat this 
year than in 1973. But the N a­ 
tional Farmers Union is warn­ 
ing its members that a reces­ 
sion in “ diet quality” appears to 
be starting both in the U.S. and 
around the world. 
“ The first price effects are 
showing up in meats,” NFU of­ 
ficials warned in a new sletter 
currently being distributed to 
members. 


“U.S. hog and cattle prices 
have not kept pace with rising 
grain costs . . . consumers 
seem to be substituting more 
cereals in their diets. That sus­ 
tains high grain prices and feed 
costs while weakening livestock 
prices,” the letter said. 


Agriculture Departm ent econ­ 
omists noted in a recent analy­ 
sis that per capita m eat con­ 
sumption in the U.S. fell to 175 
pounds in 1973, the lowest level 
since 1966. The experts predict­ 
ed that per capita consumption 
“ should begin to rise again in 
1974 as beef production picks 
up and pork production ends a 
two-year decline.’ 
Agriculture experts have con­ 
ceded that if prices for com 
and other feed grains rem ain at 
their current high levels, the 
governm ent’s forecasts of in­ 
creased beef production after 
July and a possible upturn in 
hog breeding late in the year 
could 
be 
shaken. 
But 
no 
changes are being made as yet 
in the basic forecast of an in-

Another report by agriculture 
specialists, howrever, appears to 
support warnings that for some 
consumers at least, rising beef 
prices bring more sales of sub­ 
stitute protein foods. 
The report analyzes sales of 
a blend of ground beef and soy 
protein which was introduced in 
grocery stores in many parts of 
the country last spring as beef 
prices were rising toward their 
sum m er peak. 


Reports from three grocery 
chains 
showed the blend ac­ 
counted for 26 per cent of total 
ground beef sales in the 30 
weeks from last April 22 to 
Nov. 17. The blend's “ m arket 
share” ranged during the period 
from a low of 21 per cent to a 
peak of 31 per cent in late July 
and August when a price freeze 
cut beef supplies. 


Economists reading the data 
said in a prelim inary report 
th at the size of the gap between 
prices for a 11-beef ground m eat 
and the soy-beef blend appar­ 
ently had a lot to do with sales 
of the blend. 


Normally, the blend has been 
sold at 15 to 20 cents a pound 
below the cost of regular ham ­ 
burger, and sales of the blend 
generally 
dropped 
when 
the 
price differential fell below 10 
cents a pound, the report said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
government has compiled yet 
another list of ways to save 
energy at home. 
Recommendations 
include 
washing dishes by hand, rather 
than, automatic dishwasher, and. 
using wind-up docks instead of 
the plug-in type. 
I don’t doubt these measures 
would conserve a great deal of 
energy. But the Ust doesn’t 
begin to cover all the things 
that might be done around the 
house to cut back consumption 
of electricity. 
Just, the other day I was 
look in, g over some, of the 
energy-saving products being 
developed by The Future Is 
Yesterday Foundation, a pri­ 
vately endowed research center 
and “think tank.” 
Sam Harkenback, the execu­ 
tive director, showed me a 
marvelous invention that pro­ 
vides hot lather for shaving 
without using any current. 
It is called a “shaving mug.” 
Wonderously simply, the de­ 
vice consists of a container that 
looks like a coffee mug. At the 
bottom is a circular cake of 
soap. 
“I don’t see the switch,” I 
said. “Where do you turn it 
on?” 
“That’s the beauty of it —you 
don’t have to turn it on,” 
Harkenback replied. “You turn 
on the hot water spigot instead. 
Wet the soap with a small 
amount of hot water, work up a 
lather and spread it on your 
face.“Bingo! Your whiskers are 
ready for shaving without a 
single kilowatt.” 
I said, “W-here’s the aerosol 
valve that spurts the creamy, 
foaming later into your hand?” 
“It doesn’t have one,’ Har- 
kenback cried triumphantly. 
“You spread the lather with a 


brush.” 
Well, it may take awhile for 
anything that radical to catch 
on. But you’ll have to admit it’s 
ingenious. 
Harkenback also showed me 
something, still in the experi­ 
mental stage, that could be a 
substitute for electric clocks. 
“The government wants us to 
use hand-wound clocks,” he 
said, "but there is one big 
drawback. Most of us need an 
alarm clock in our bedrooms, 
and a lot of hand-wound alarm 
clocks tick so loudly they keep 
you awake.” 
So saying, he led me into a 
dark room., walked to the 
window and raised the blind, 
letting the sunlight streamin. 
Almost immediately in one 
corner of the room there was a 
rustling of feathers followed by 
a loud “cock a-doodle-do.” 
“I can't reveal the details 
because it isn’t perfected yet,” 
Harkenback said, “but how 
would, you like to be awakened 
in the mornings by a noise like 
that? 
This could be the break­ 
through the Federal Energy 
Office has been waiting for.

Getting fuel is a problem this 
winter. But so is burnii^ it. 
Fuel-burning heating systems 
should be checked at least once 
a year and kept in good repair. 
Flames on most, burners using 
n a t u r a l gas or liquefied 
petroleum gas should bum 
steadily with, a clear, blue 
flame. A wavering, yellow 
flame on the normal gas burner 
means it may be giving off 
excessive amounts of carbon 
monoxide. With fuel oil-burning 
equipment, a clear, steadily 
b u r n i n g flame—yellow or 
orange— is a good sign. 
Each year, more than. 1,500 
Americans die from carbon 
monoxide poisoning, about 900 
of 'them in. their homes.

As more 
gas is absorbed .into the 
bloodstream, nausea, vomiting, 
fluttering and throbbing of the 
heart happen. 
Carbon monoxide acts like a 
bully in line at the bus station. 
It bumps oxygen molecules out 
of the red blood cells and takes 
their place. When this biological 
bullying takes place, the cells 
in the body do not get enough 
oxygen. Depending on the levels 
of the gas, death can come 
slowly or almost immediately.
